SECTION 1. Section 24 (6) (a) ddrticle IV of the
constitution as affected by 1993 Enrolled Joint
Resolution3, is amended to read:

[Article 1V] Section24 (6) (a) The legislature may
authorizethe creation of a lottery to be operatgd
the state as provided by lawThe expenditure of
public funds or of revenues derived from lottery
operationgto engage irpromotional advertising of
the Wisconsin state lottery is prohibited. Any
advertisingof the state lottery shall indicate tbdds

of a specific lottery ticket to be selected as the
winning ticket for each prize amountfefed. The net
proceed®f the state lottery shall be deposited in the
treasuryof the state, to be used for property tax relief
asprovided by law As part of the lottery authorized
underthis subsection, the state may operate separate
and distinct lottery games denominated the
Wisconsinsports lottery and the proceeds of the
Wisconsinsports lottery shall be dedicatedstihletic
facilities as provided by law

Be it further resolved, That this proposed amendment be
referredto the legislaturéo be chosen at the next general
electionand thait be published for 3 months previous to the
time of holding such election.

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Official sanctions of members of the Assemhive
historically been connected to acts done by aerafing
member within that persors oficial role.

Nonetheless, your conduct over the past ygear
culminating in your arrest and conviction for unlawful
possessiorof a controlled substance, requires dficial
response. With the concurrence of other leaders, after
examiningthe full range of available options, we have
concludedthat a letter of reprimands an appropriate
expressionof disapproval. This letter will permit us to
avoid any action which could injure the interests of the
electorsof the 68th District, who placed their trust in you
to represent them at the Capitol.

Wisconsin legislators must anticipate close scrutiny
and are expected to set a high standard in their personal
conduct. Twice last yeabefore the election, your actions
violated the lawand represented departures from proper
conduct. You promised your constituents reform and
they responded by giving you another chance to represent
andserve them. This vote of confidence was followed by
athird arrest, this time for unlawful possession of drugs.

The public is deeply concerned abahe unlawful use
of drugs. Your most recent violation, coming on the heels
of other actions, seriously undermind®e public trust
which exists between citizens and theielected
representativeslt reflectsunfavorably on the Assembly as
aninstitution. It requires condemnation. Thereforepum
representativeapacity as leaders of both political parties,
we jointly forward this letter of reprimand and call upon
you to conform your conduct tadhe high standards
associatedvith your elected dice.
